This Wall May Stand 
For 2000 Years 


One man has changed the face 
of London. 

When 44-year-old John Datson, 
a Cornish mason, heard that he had 
been chosen to build the fine new 
river wall that bounds the Festival 
of Britain site on the south bank 
of the Thames, he rolled up his 
shiet-sleeves. Now he has finished 
his enormous task ahead of sche- 
dule. 

Kevery 
worth of 


piece of the $1,000,000 
Peuryn granite facings 
used in. the wall has been laid by 
him, with assistance only from la- 
hbourers. He worked. so. steadily 
that sometimes he ran out of stone 
and had to wait. for new celiveries. 


Altogether he handled over ‘3,000 
tons of granite. 

It took eighty masons to cut 
and dress enough stone “in the 


quarries to keep him going. Each 
block had to cut to fit the 
vertical curve of the wall and num- 
Lered to fit into the predetermined 
position on John Datson’s working 
prints, Even then he had to dress 
some of the stones himself—and 
the granite is the hardest in‘ the 
world. 

One of the labourers fell ‘from 
the staging and was drowned, A 
would-be rescuer* nearly suffered 
the same fate when he found he 
could not Swim against the fast- 
flowing ebb tide. After the tragedy 
Datson worked on doggedly. A 
recent test showed the wall to be 
dead level and his work accurate 
to one-sixteenth of an inch, 

When the Victoria Embankment 
was built eighty years ago, backed 
against brickwork, it was consi- 
dered one of thé wonders of the 
world. The new south bank wall 
is backed by. reinforced concrete, 
atid 130,000 tons of debris from 
blitzed buildings fills in the reclaim- 
cd land to.a depth. of 110 feet.

John Watson looks with pride 
at the bulwarks and stairways of 
his river wall. Over 1,800 years ago 
Hadrian signed orders for a wall 
to be built between England and 
Scotland, and now it is just a 
stretch of rubble. But experts say 
that Datson’s wall will still be 
here and as good as ever—aside 
from atom bombs and other atci- 
cdents!—2,000 years from now.

editerranean Sea 


German experts have made a film 
based on a plan for uniting the land 
masses of Europe and Africa by 
controlling the water level of the 
Mediterranean Sea. 

The plan was first developed by 
German architect Soergel before 
the war, and it was one of Hitler's 
boasts that if be defeated the Allies 
he would change the face of the 
earth by using it. 

At the film's first showing in 
Manich recently Soergel said the 
project would create a new contin- 
ent. The artificial lowering of the’ 
Mediteranean would enable some 
half a million square miles of fertile 
fand to be reclaimed from the sea. 

To bring this about Soergel would 


build a mighty dam across the 


Straits of Gibraltar and keep out the 
Atlantic Ocean, which sweeps in 
at the rate of 100,000 cubic yards of, 
water every secolid. 

He is said to have proved mathe- 
matically that once the water supply 
from the Ajlantic is cut off the 
Mediterranean will disappear at the 
rate of about 5 feet 2 inches a year 
by evaporation.

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New Test For Cancer 


Soon after Dr, John J. Bittner, 
discovered . that cancer-susceptible 
mouse mothers transmit to their 
young what is probably a virus that 
produces cancer of the breast in 
middle. life, specialists in éancer 
research have speculated if a similar 
virus or “milk factor’ accounts for 
cancer of the breast in women, 

Dr. Bittner experimented with in- 
bred mice of known ancestry, but 
there is no corresponding material 
on which to base trustworthy con- 
clusions that apply to human be- 
ings. Most of us do not know who 
our great-great-grandparents were, 
whereas Bittner knew the genealo- 
gies of his pure, inbred mice fora 
hundred’ generations and more, 

With the aid of the electron mi- 
croscope, minute spherical particles 
ran be seen in samples of milk ob- 
tained from nursing mice known to 
carry the Virus or milk factor. Simi- 
lar spherical parcicles, have also 
been found in cancer cells or cancer- 
On the other Hand, 
milk obtained from female mice 
thar are highly resistant to breast 
cancer shows very few such parti- 
cles or none at all, These recent 
discoveries support the view that 
the milk factor is indeed virus. 
Milk Tests on Women 

Drs. Ludwik Gross, Albert E. 
Gessley and ‘Kenneth 5S, MeCarty 
thought it would be a good idea to 
examine human milk with the elec- 
tron microscope to. discover if it 
also contained these possibly tell- 
tale spherical particles. Young, 
healthy women who had been de- 
livered of babies within a week 
the milk test and who were 
nursing at the time were questioned 
as to the occurrence of cancer in 
their families. Ten milk samples 


were collected from women. whose 
sisters, mothers or grandmothers 
, 


had breast cancer, and thirty ; tw@ 
control samples from women with 
family histories that were negative 
for malignant tumors for at least 
two generations. 

Examined with the electron mi- 
croscope, the ten samples of milk 
from young mothers whose sisters, 
mothers or grandmothers had 
breast cancer contained spherical 
particles similar to those found in 
cancer - susceptible mouse mothers, 
Of the thirty-two control milk 
samples from women who_ had 
seemingly clear family histories, 
eleven contained ‘the suspicious 
spherical particles... In the remain- 
ing twenty-one samples only oc- 
casional, isolated single particles 
were found in seventeen. The other 
four samples dppeared free from 
spherical particles, but they did con- 
tain some unidentified debris. 

Does this study prove that human 
milk contains the breast-cancer- 
producting virus or milk factor? No 
such conclusion is justified, and 
Drs. Gross, Gessler and MeCarty 
say So in reporting on their experi- 
ments. Sound conclusions cah be 
reached only when the nature of 
the spherical particles discovered 
in human milk is known:

According to the, latest findings 


of American scientists the greatest - 


depth of the oceans is not the Em- 
den Deep originally estimated at 
5,900 fathoms or 35,400 feet) but

This trench which stretches 450 
miles wide and along it are the 
greatest. sea depths in the world. 

The Emden Deep was discov 
ered by offfficers of the German 
cruiser “Emden” jn 1929 by means 
of soundings, ; 

Since then deep-sea sounding 
apparatus has been greatly im- 
miles under the ocean cast of the 
Phillipine: Islands, is three to six 
proved, and latest measuiements 
indicate that the German figure of 
35,400 was on. the generous side. 

American so@€ntists say the cor- 
rect depth of the Emden Deep is 
only 33,192 feet as compared with 
the 34,300 (nearly 6%4 miles) of the 
newly discovered point which has 
been named the Cape Johnson 
Deep after the name of the survey 
ship that made the discovery. 

The immensity of this depth can 
be judged from the fact that the 
greatest hight of the land surface 
of the earth is Mount Everest 
(29,141 feet), 

Thus the highest mountain in 
the world could be submerged 
with ease in this vast ocean chasm. 

The Pacific contains greater 
depths than any of the other 
oceans, Several soundings have 
shown deeps of over’ 30,000 feet, 
but in the Atlantic only two places 
are known to be deeper: than 24;- 
000 feet, - 

If the sea bed everywhete were 
to be graded to one level, the sta 
all over the world would be be- 
tween 12,000 and 13,000 feet deep. 

This means that while the aver- 
age height of the land above sea- 
level is less than half a mile, the 
average depth of the ocean is near- 
ly two-and-a-half miles below sea- 
level. : :

the riddle of ~sleep. Now the 
searchlight. of science is flashing 
into the darkness in which we 


spend a third of our lives. The re- 
searchers have even discovered the 
source of sleep. They have proved 
we never sleep like logs and they 
declare that we dream every night, 
whether we remember the dream Or 
not. 

Deep down at the back of the 
skull is an organ no larger than 
this printed lettering. It is the 
centre of sleep. While we slumber 
it is awake and alert.’ When it 
drowses we resume activity, The 
sleep centre must wake before we 
sleep. Scientists proved this when 
they brought a fine platinum wire 
into contact with the sleep centre 
of a dog and administered a mild 
electric shock, Instead of the dog 
leaping into startled action, he im- 
mediately went to sleep. 

Medical men have believed for a 


long time that drowsiness is caused , 


by carbonic acid gas in the blood, 
consequent upon the slowing down 
of the blood stream. They have 
watched sleeping persons as in cas- 
es in which the skull has been 
trephined (opened) and, the brains 
exposed to view. The heart beats 
more the blood pressure 
falls, the brain is left with a poor 
blood supply. 

This happens and you are asleep. 
If-only we knew how, perhaps we 
could measure and weigh that 
something in the blood, That the 
blood itself becomes charged with 
sleep was proved when a dog was 
kept awake for a considerable per- 
iod. A sample of blood from the 
sleepy dog was injected into an- 
other which was wide - awake. 
Promptly the second dog went to 
sleep. . 

The existence of a “Sleeping ¢s- 
sence” scemed similarly to be indi- 
cated when experimenters subjected 
a number of students to wakeful- 
ness tests, At the end of four days

Some people need less sleep than 
others because they sleep faster! 
Edison could be content with two 
or three hours of sleep because his 
physical’ exhaustion and mental 
tiredness were repaired at a higher 
pace than those who need a good 
deal of sleep. 

In a laboratory at the Mellon 
Institute, Pittsburg, not long ago, 
student slept on beds with automa- 
tic recording machines linked to the 
springs. Every momement was 
faithfully noted and, at the same 
time, a robot cine-camera photo- 
graphed the sleeper every time he 
slipped into a fresh position. 


The investigation showed ~ that 
the normal person, in first-class 
health, moves at least 36 times 


during the night and rarely remains 
still for longer than eight minutes 
at a time. . 

Excessive heating or a heavy 
supper increase the movement. If 
a sleeper sleeper moves too little, 
due to oOver-fatigue, his muscles 
become cramped and he’s stiff when 
he awakes,

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“Korea's Great Gifts 


To Our Gardens 


Writing im ‘Horticultare’ Leo- 
more Bingicy, tell about Korea's 
gifts to gardeners. One of them is 
the hardy spirea blooming like a 
floral. fountain, which graces many 
an Ontario lawn in spring—the 
Korean bridal wreath. And with 
larger flowers and more spreading 
growth than the Chinese varicty, 
two of our best forsythias, opulent 
with golden blossom, also origin- 
ated in Korea. 

In 1902 a plant hunter  explor- 
ing Korean waysides came upon 
a flowering shrub with rose- 
coloured buds and waxy, pure-white 
flowers. Its fragrance was clean 
and spicy, the essence of spring 
itself. No time was lost in intro- 
ducing the plant into North Ameri- 
ean gardeng where it seems to have 
taken kindly to soil and climatic 
¢onditions. It is the mayflower 
viburnum (Viburnum carlesi), In 
his book on Plant Hunting, Ernest 
Wilson says that if Korea had given 
Ws none other than this lovely 
plant, that land would merit the 
lasting graittude of gardeners. 

“Let me state emphatically,” he 
adds, “the species is a native of 
Korea only, and unknown in China 
or Japan to which countries it is 
persistently referred . . It has 
accepted our soil and our climate, 
added beauty and fragrance to our 
fives, but, in the beginning, “the 
Power which distributes plants to 
mankind ordained that this parti- 
cular bit of loveliness shotld grow 
wild only for those people who 
Hved in the Land of Morning 
Calm.” 

One of the gems of the barberry 
family is a native of Korea, and 
can be recognized by its leathery 
leaves, sometimes reaching a length 
of three inches. It produces flowers 
in inch-long racemes and- its 
berries are a radiant red to brighten 
autumn days in the garden. 

Waysides and gardens in milder 
zones south of the border and in 
British Columbia, have their spring 
days giorified by masses of rho- 
dodendron blossoms. Lnglish lanes 
and hillsides are adorned with the 
great flowers. produced on the 
same lofty shrubs. Many of the best 
varieties originated in Korea, One 
of them, distinguished by its pure 
pink blossoms, was found by the 
earliest of Korean plant hunters, 
Baron Alexander Schlippenbach, 
inf 1854. He found the shrub which 
has }been named for him growing 
in fens of thousands on the lower 
slopes of the Diamond Monntdins. 

Another gorgeous rhododendron 
with fragrant flowers of rosy-purple 
delighted plant hunter J. G. Jack 
when he discovered it growing on 
Mount Poukhan, near Seoul, in 
1905. Seed was collected in quantity 
and taken to the United States 
where it flourished. 

Korea in peacctime is a_ rich 
field for plant exploration, and 
Ernest Wilson writes glowingly of 
the treasures found there. Lilac 
time, which for many ~ gardeners 
and flower lovers is the crowning 
glory of spring, owes “much to 
Korea. It was Wilson who intro- 
duced the earliest of our lilacs to 
bloom (Syringa oblata dilitata). 
Open panicles of flowers, pink and 
fragrant, distinguish it, and it has 
foliage dark and leathery which in 
‘autumn days brings a second joy, 
for it colours brilliantly. 

In recent years fall 
lengthening the season 
most gratefully, have been 
‘with a host of new chrysanthe- 
mums. Many of them are Korean 
hybrids. It was the good fortune 
of hybridizer Alexander Cummings 
to stumble’ across a wild Korean 
species with white, daisy-like 
flowers, which became a receptive 
and pliant species for breeding, 
This Korean daisy became the dom- 
inant parent in the development of 
of many recent hybrids, But the 
list of Korean originations in other 
plant varictics could go on indefin- 
itely.

Prof. M, E. Barker of, the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas dispelled widely 
held beliefs as to what malgg cloth- 
ing comfortable. 

Pilingsone layer on_otKer layers 
doesn't do nearly as much good as 
we think, he finds. Two layers of 
cloth do not give twice the insula- 
tion value of one layer, but only 
about one and one-half times as 
much. According to Barker, there 
is little difference in the insulation 
value of a piece of cloth whether 
it is made of wool, cotton, rayon 
or any of the synthetic fibers, so 
long as the thickness, structure, 
color and density are the same, He 
assumes that the cloth is dry and 
that there is no wind. Heat loss 
through damp fabrics is from two to 
five times as -gréat as from the 
same dry fabrics, : 

In ridiculing the notion that many 
layers of fabric are preferable to 
few, well chosen, Professor Barker 
pointed out that Eskimos wear only 
two relatively thick layers of cloth- 
ing weighing together about ten 
pounds. On the other hand the 
Army, to get the same insulation 
value, uses approximately thirty 
pounds in some seyen layers. Pro- 
fessor Barker nevertheless approves 
of the Army’s idea for the reason 
that when multi-layer clothing is 
worn, it is much easier to shed 
some garments and thus adjust the 
insulation to the amount of heat 
that must be lost during periods of 
exercise. Besides, the insulating 
value of cloth increases more rapid- 
ly than thickness, up to about one- 
fifth oftan inch. 


Compromise Needed 


Barker holds that the well-dressed 
outdoor man should establish a good 
compromise in lightness, economy 
Chis can be achieved 
with moderate - weight, closely 
woven synthetic fabric for under- 
clothes; a really closely woven thick 
woo] cloth (24 ounces) for shirt 
and trousers; a thick quilted coat 
of mixed wool and feathers, and an 
outer windbreaker in the form of a 
parka of two layers of water- 
repellent cloth,

of cloth so woven as to stop ordin- 
ary wind current yet allow the 
body’s normal perspiration to ¢s- 
cape in the form of vapor. If the 
cloth layer next to the warm skin 
becomes: damp, the heat loss is 
nearly as great as if all the clothing 
were wet. On the other hand, a 
wet outer layer has much less ef- 
fect in increasing heat loss. Keep 
underclothing dry and you will be 
comfortable, is Barker's admoni- 
tion. . 

Barker regards the body as an 
engine which can generate enough 
heat every hour to raise the temper- 
ature of five pounds of water 100 


degrees. This heat must be dissi- 
pated, The average adult human 
body has approximately twenty 


square feet of surface from- which 
80 per cent of the heat energy must 


be cast off regardless of outside 
weathér conditions, 
Difference in Temperature 

The rate of heat loss is influ- 


enced by the difference in tempera- 
ture between the body surface and 
the outside air and surroundings, 
the insulating “walue of the clothing 
the wind velocity to which the body 
is exposed and the amount of moist- 
ure to be evaporated on the surface 
of the skin. There are such 
minor factors as the compression 
or tension of the clothing, the type 
of outside windbreaker layer, the 
manner in which closure is effected 
to prevent stray air currents from 
reaching the body surface or from 
pentrating the space between the 
layers of clothing that surround the 
body, the thickness of the individ- 
ual layers of fabric that compose 
the clothing, the composition, emis- 
sivity and structure of the cloth.

New Ideas About 
Fertilization 


Seldom does a year go by witli- 
out a gardener trying something 
new in the line of plants or their 
care. Any method which poves 
successful from the viewpoint, of 
a better’ display or saving time is 
certain to become a part of his reg- 
ular practice, writes E. L. Far- 
rington in the New York Times, 

New varieties of roses in the 1951 
catalogues remind me that I mulch- 
ed my beds of this flower rather 
heavily with coarse compost last 
spring. The results were highly 
satisfactory, for few ‘weeds ap- 
peared and there was little need. for 
cultivation, Town restrictions re- 
duced the amount of water I could 
use and although I regard ade- 
quate moisture as one of the es- 
roses, the plants did not seem to 
sufier, All in. alf} the coarst . but 
not wholly disintegrated compost 
proved as good a mulch as any. ma- 


terial I have ever tried. 


A neighbor who.was commraitted 


to organic gardening to the ulti- 
mate degree had grown sweetcorn 
successfully under & sawdust mulch 
for several years, Last summer his 
corn refused to. grow.. The plant

Some Advances That 
Scientists Predict 


Filteen papers written on ,expect- 
ed scientific developments by the 
leading authorities in several -fields 
of science and technology consti- 
tute a symposium, “Science—and 
Tomorrow,” which appears in the 
carrent issue of the Journal of 
the Franklin Institute. 

Dr. Harold C. Urey of the Insti- 
‘ue for Nuclear Studies, in describ- 
ing advances in the. field of chem- 
istry writes. that “somewhere in 
the future, whether it is the re- 
maining years of this century or 
years to follow, man will have an 
understanding of the origin of life.” 

Dy. Jerome C. Hunsaker of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
predicts that the helicopter may 
ultimately supplant the airplane for 
short feeder-line flights; that turbo- 
propeller airplanes will serve nor- 
mal intercity traffic and that trans- 
continental and transoceanic flights 
will be in very fast high-altitude 
turbojet planes. Dr. Hunsaker also 
believes that a cruising speed of 
600 miles-an hour is not unreason- 
able. 

The pse of radiant energy with 
the production of carbohydrates as 
a principal source of our heating 
fuels, foods and combustion engine 
fuels is expected by Dr. Wallace 
Rh.

All of which leads into a matter 
dear to the heart of the Empire 
Cat Club, Inc., in New York City. 
The club is deeply moved. by an 
apparently insidous and perhaps 
subversive anticat campaign in 
comic books and motion pictures. 

The cat, it says, is all too often 
the target of the pen and film 
cartoon, “whereas he is in reality 
of great service to mankind as well 
as an affectionate and loyal friend.” 

Which leaves no doubt as to 
their position. But, as I say, give 
me a cocker spaniel or a collie 
any day writes Robert M. Hallett 
in The Christian Science Monitor. 

Bringing the full weight of The 
Empire (as the club describes itselt 
at one point in a release) behind 
efforts to end discrimination against 
felines, the organization is initiat- 
ing “an agressive campaign to ob- 
fain a more understanding treat- 
ment of the cat in comics and 
motion pictures.” 

At its Jan. 12 meeting the club 
passed a solemn resolution and 
addressed a pointed letter to each 


producers. : 

And there was the threat ot 
sterner measures to come if reme- 
dial action does not satisfy the cato- 
philes. 

“The club feels,” the’ release says, 
“that at this time it is not neces- 
sary to take more aggressive steps 
to achieve a more friendly portrayal 
of cats, but... The Empire is 
prepared to take action at the 
censor board, exhibitor, and news- 
paper publisher levels if the co- 
operative approach is not produc- 
tive of this énd.” 

There was no hint of what these 
sanctions might be. Could it méan 
cats on picket lines in front of our 
movie houses? 

Another of ghe club's efforts will 
be to hold a conference with film 
representatives during the annual 
cat show it sponsors. ; 

There is no doubt that cat lovers 
are numerous and apparently are 
becoming more articulate and in- 
fluential. 

However, this very fact may 
cause a counter-move against the 
infiltration of the pro-cat faction 
into the field of American culture.

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Sheep-killing Weed. 


Halogeton, a beautiful weed 
with red blossoms, is killing sheep 
and poisoning cattle overnight in 
Wester states. The weed came 
originally from the region northeast 
of the Caspian Sea in Russia. A 
close relative is Russian thistle. 

It was not until 1945 that the 
deadliness of halogeton was discov- 
ered. In that year, sheep worth 
$25,000 were driven into the Raft 
River Valley, Idaho. Twenty-four 
hours later, they were all dead. 
Ranchers in Nevada, Utah, Wyo- 
ming and Idaho have suffered simi- 
lar losses. The weed is fatal to 
sheep but not necessarily to cattle. 
But if cattle survive a meal of halo- 
geton they never grow fat, and 
they are sterile. 

Nine ounces of weed are enough 
to kill a sheep. What is it in halo- 
geton that kills? Oxalie acid. The 
mature weed contains as much .as 
20 per cent of it. ah 

What alarms agricultural author- 
ities is the rapidity with which 
halogeton spreads. It simply takes 
possession of the soil. Each red 
blossom thousands of 
seeds, and these are carried by the 
wind for miles.

Whether: or not the weed can be 
controlled and: eradicated remains 
to be seen. Lhe University of Ida- 
ho’s College of Agriculture is now 
experimenting on a strip of land 
fifty miles long and thirty miles 
wide. |

If you cat oftensin restaurants or 
hotels, you must have. noticed how 
many of the patrons—-espetcially 
the men—-order fish of some sort.

The principal reasow for this: is, 
of course, thatfar too small a per- 
ceniage of us know how to prepare 
and cook fish so that it will be as 
tempting and palatable as the kind 
the “professionals” dish up, So | 
thought that at this season it might 
be a worthighile idea—instead of 
giving you any tffetific recipes—to 
pass along some general hints 
along this line. Learn to broil fish, 
fry them, bake them, steam them 
and poach them. It’s knowledge 
really worth aequiging, because

FRYING 
Fried fish isn't as popular, with 
the cook as it is with her family. 
Maybe it's because the fat sputters. 


You can reduce this if you use a 
large deep skillet and slow to me- 
dium heat .When fish is done, wipe 
pan with paper towel of crumpled 
newspaper and soak pah in hot 
water. Vresh or quick-frozen fillets, 
steaks or small whole fish, may be 
pan-fried, Good varieties to use are 
perch, rockfish, catfish, cod, had- 
dock,but:erfish, flounder, sole, sun- 
fish,. bream, porgics, trout, mullet 
and smelts. ;

DEEP FRYING

often. Best fish for deep frying 
are fresh or quick-frozen fillets 
such as sole, flounder, cod, haddock, 
whitefish, ocean perch and whiting.
